Editor, the Hornet: 

I just finished reading an 
article called “The Real Enemy 
of Working Women” in Vol. }| 
No. 10 issue of the New Voice 
which exclaimed that the Hornet 
refused to print it. I want to 
praise the Hornet and thank you 
for not printing that article. In 
the article the Students For 
Radical Action said 

“A society in an advanced 
state of decay commonly 
exhibits an upsurge in the use oi 
drugs availability of 
pornography. upsurge in crime, 
homosexuality and domestic 
strife. These are ail systems of a 
disease, not the disease itself.” 
(Sentiments dear to the hearts of 
Nixon, Reagan, Spiro, et. al.) 

Do they believe 
homosexuality is a symptom of 
a disease to be categorized along 
with crime and drugs? If they 
do, then they are perpetuating 
sexism 

Homosexuality 
among men) is the most 
threatening aspect of human 
behavior to sexist. heterosexual, 
capitalist men! Because to be a 
male homosexual is to be 
categorized in the class of all 
women a second class cilizen 
In the eyes of the capitalist 
employer women, third world 
peoples, and homosexuals 
(women and third world peoples 
have homosexuals within them) 
are the last to be hired and the 
first to be fired. Any man who 
does not display the American 


(especially 


cultural stereotyped attributes 
of masculinity (and does not 
fuck women) is labeled a 


“faggot”, or a “queer.”” Do they 
say that homosexuality is a 
symptom of a disease because it 
threatens them as men? 

1 am a homosexual. My 
lifestyle is not an imitation of 
the larger social hierarchy where 
capitalists exploit workers, 
whites exploit blacks, and men 
exploit women. My love 
relationship is not based on such 
roles as employer-employee, 
master-slave, or superior-inferior 
But everyday of my life | am 
reminded that it should be based 
on those roles, so I fight those 
roles on every level 1 can because 
they threaten my existence. Yet 
the SRA come along and say 
that I am a symptom of the 
capitalist disease. Do they know 
as a homosexual | am one of an 
estimated 20,000,000 
unapprehended felons in 
America, and that everytime my 
lover and | engage in physical 
expression of our love we can be 
carted off to prison for a 
maximum of 10 years? 

Homosexuals are labeled 
homosexual (do heterosexuals 
ever announce that they are 
such) because this sexist society 
demands that everyone (men 


and women) live up to the 
masculine-feminine stereotype), 
and anyone who does not live up 
to this capitalist. American ideal 
is sick, perverted, or a queer. For 
too long homosexuals, and 
women in general, have had their 
sexuality and complete existence 
defined by white, male capitalist 
advertisers (television, magazine, 
radio, almost anything that sells 
refers to a sexual stereotype), 
and anyone who does not live up 
to this capitalist, American ideal 
is Sick, perverted, or a queer. For 
too jong homosexuals, and 
women in general, have had their 
sexuality and complete existence 
defined by white, male 
capitalists (psychiatrists and 
psychologists are big captialists 
too!) The Students For Radical 
Action may not be capitalists 
but they are acting from a male 
point of view, a sexist point of 
view, when they say that 
homosexuals are symptoms of a 
disease! 

It is true that Marx opened 
doors, but the Students For 
Radical Action persists in 
walking through them 
backwards. The old rhetoric 
pontificated by the ‘New 
Voice” is nothing more than a 
tedious potpourri of provincial 
attitudes, theoretical drivel. It’s 
CLASS analysis, merely a dutiful 
parrotty of the party line. It is 
patronizing, avuncular, and dead 
wrong. For example, the “New 
Voice” contends that women are 
not a “major” class, that the two 
major classes are the proletariat 
and the bourgeoisie. Ho hum. 
And yet the Voice conveniently 
forgets a couple of revealing 
socio-economic facts. First, the 
lowest paid employees in this 
country are third world females; 
the second lowest pair are white 
females; third world men rank 
third, with the white male, 
naturally, as the top of the heap. 
The ‘class’ division obviously 
has something to do with the 
gender of the individuals 


involved. Second, the official 
mainland Chinese Communist 
newspaper this month 


announced the fact that women 
in Chinese communes are paid 
less than men for the same work 
So much for equality in the 
people’s paradise. The point is 
that until we understand the 
oppression of women, ALL 
women, as a class, and until we 
understand the oppression of 
homosexuals as a_ class, the 
prevailing class analysis remains 


a male-oriented, self serving 
fiction which causes so many 
dreary idealogues to stagger 


under the white man’s burden of 
telling the women how to 
liberate themselves
